Some Figures on the Game. 

Glance at @ few figures and see for 
yoursel’, In England alone there 
are more than 16,000 reguiarly con- 
stituted football clubs ‘playing a sche- 
dule.of games throughout the season, 
There are 600 recognized important; 
leagues, some of them embracing 20, 
30, or even 40 clubs, The Foopball 
Association, the largest governing 
body in the game, has jurisdiction 
over 14,000 clubs and on its rolls are 
more than 750,000 members. It re- 
sisters and sanctions 20,000 referees,’ 
and has a more or less authoritative 
control over every ‘big game shit ag 
in the country, 

These astounding figures do not in-| 
clude the thousands of clubs and the 
hundreds of thousands of players in 
schools «throughout England. They 
are not registered by the Football As- 
sociation, but have @ separate organ- 
ivation of their own, much like the 
bedies that govern public echéol ath- 
letics in the United States, 

There are still to be found enthu- 
siasts who claim that cricket is’ the 
national game of Hngland.) As a pop- 
ular sport, cricket cannot hold a 
candle to its more healthy rival. 
Thousands shriek *themselves hoarse, 
as ‘\pectators, tose their eyesight and 
confound their mathematics over the 
percentage tables, or die nine deaths 
a day on the field, for the sakeA the 
champagne of football, for*every one 
that sips the sull beer of cricket.

Big Football Association Has Over Seven Hundred and Fifty Thowsand Member and ‘Twenty

Salaries of Players, 

One of the most serious bones of 
contention during recent years has 
been the @alaries of the players. The 
rules of the Football Association pro- | 
vided that no player in any club affi- 
lated with the organization should be | 
paid more than $20 a week or $1,040) 
‘a year. In order to see that this | 
rule, as well as others, was faithfully | 
obsePvedy the Football Assoctation | 
claimed the right to inspect the books | 
of every club whenever it wished, and) 
to have submitted to it a detailed 
balance sheet at ‘the end of every} 
year. The Football Association can 
talk as much as it wants, but the! 
fact remains that this salary rule 
has been consistently broken in 
hundreds of instances throughout 
England. It is safe to say that there 
is not a desirable player in the whole 
country who is receiving so little as 
the maximum salary allowed by the 
rules of the association. For some 
years it has been known to those on 


the inside that $100 a week is the 
salary demanded by the best play- 
ers. 

These illegal salaries were con- 


cealed by making false returns to the 
Football Association. The books 
were kept regular by a system of 
cheating the turnstiles at the admis- 
sion gates. A large part~ of the 
money taken in at the gate was thus 
unrecorded and went to the fund jor 
the payment of ithe unlawful salaries, 

A year ago the Football Association 
attempted to ease its conscience a 
little. It could not have been tenor. |
